He said he will bring into the case the heirs of Rasmus 
Hanson, who gave the land to the state in 1913, with provisions 
that it be used for fresh-air camps, a game preserve or for 
training of the state militia. The entire grant totaled more than 
13,000 acres. 

Roth did not set a date for a trial, but told attorneys to push 
ahead with fact-gathering on the title issue, which he said should 
not take to long. ‘ 

He said when the title question is cleared up, he will order 
full audits of the resort operation, dating back to 1966. 

Judge Roth also ordered the Michigan Liquor Control 
Commission to keep the resort’s liquor license in escrow, 
although the agency has threatened to revoke the license on 
April 30. 

Fred Mester, assistant U.S. attorney, was told by the judge, 
to work through Receiver Horace D. Hodge, of Bay City, to 
preserve the assets of Bear Mountain. 

Mester had asked Roth to put the resort in bankruptcy and 
to order all parties to the suit to pay the costs. He also wanted to 
have the federal government be put ahead of trade creditors if 
the resort is liquidated. 

He said tine state and the Lake Margrethe Property Owners 
Assn., by filing a suit and the positions taken in the suit, have 
put a cloud on the title to Bear Mountain. This is preventing the 
EDA from getting more concessions on the land and operating 
the resort profitably so that the federal government can get 
some of its over $1 million back that it has invested in Bear 
Mountain. :

On the Lutheran Controversy 


Dr. J.A.Q. Preus, president 
of the Lutheran church 
Missouri Synod, and all Luther- 
ans who support the infallibility 
and inerrancy of the Bible are 
to be commended for such a 
stand. 

The controversy within the 
synod has arisen because of 
liberal theologians at Concordia 
Serninary wo insist on denying 
the inerrancy and infallibitity of 
the Bible. Dr. Preus has stated 
the issue elearly: “...The issue 
always has been and continues 
1o be basically doctrinal. What 
is a stake is the Word of God in 
all its authority, Clarity, and 
inerrancy.” 

The development 
preblem is. best described by 
Dr. Roland Wiederaenders in a 
paper presented in 1963 to the 
Council of Presidents and semi- 
nary faculties. “Despite repeat- 
ed efforts we have not dealt 
honestly with our pastors and 
people. We have refused to 
state our changing theological 


position in open, honest, forth-- 


right, simple and clear words. 
Over and over again we said 
that nothing was changing 
when all the while we were 
aware.of changes taking place.” 

The effect of the problem on 
the church over the past ten 
years is also described by Dr. 
Wiederaenders: “Quite gener- 
ally our pastors and almost 
entirely our laity became more 
and more confused. Confusion 
led to uncertainty. Unceriainty 
led to polarization. Polarization

The public manifestation of 
the problem eame when the 
Board of Contre! of Concordia 
Seminary in compliance with 
resolution 3-09 of the Lutheran 
Chureh - Missouri Synod, sus- 
pended John Il. Tietjen, presi- 
dent of the seminary, on the 
changes of false doctrine and 
malfeasance of administration. 
Inmmediately the entire faculty 
and staff along with a majority 
of students walked oul in pro- 
test. Dr. Tietjen and the other 
liberals who had created the 
problem, refused to even dis- 
cuss the question of Bible 
innerrancy and infallibility. Dr. 
Preus has continued to eall for 
discussion of the matter, plead- 
ing for unity, edification, re- 
spect and love within the 
church. Dr. Tietjen has said 
there is “no honorable way” to 
avoid “disaster.” The tiberals 
would rather destroy the church 
than ucknowledge the Bible to 
be the inerrant, infallible Word 
of God. 

All religious differences and 
problems arise from rebellion 
against God and His Word in 
principle or precept. This re- 
bellion against God and His 
Word also leads to division 
between those in rebellion and 
those who are faithful to God's 
Word.

The two charts show what has happened in 
the last year to push propane prices, Pyrofax 
included, up.

The command “sit”— 

The “sit” exercise is a very 
important one and absolutely 
necessary for successful disci- 
pline. This exercise can be 
taught as early as 10 or 12 
weeks when the puppy should 
be able to recognize the word 
“sit” and eventually come to 
obey it, The correct sitting 
position should be established 
from the start: Teach the 
puppy to sit.with its back quite 
straight, with its chest out and 
with an alert expression. Put 
on the normal céllar and lead 
and take the dog to a quiet 
spot. Press your hands on the 
puppy's hips and at the same 
time tell it to “sit’. Keep 
pressing down until the com- 
mand is obeyed, then praise the 
puppy for obeying it. Repeat 
this exercise several times until 
the puppy understands just 
what is wanted. 

Do not continue these lessons 
for too long at the start as the 
puppy will get bored and want 
to dash off. 

If the puppy needs correc- 
tion, only indicate this with 
your voice. By now your puppy 
should know what a cross voice 
means. Use only the word “sit”, 
not “sit down" or any other 
phrases with additional words. 
At this stage of training. it is 
very important for the puppy to 
be taught by one perso: only. 
The puppy will only get con- 
fused if several members of the 
family try to convey a message 
at the same time. If the puppy 
is muddled it will give up 
trying, which is neither fair to 
the dog nor its trainer. When it 
does obey, never forget to 
praise it. Once in a while a 
tidbit may be given as a 
reward. But not too often as it 
can become onesfed. Once the 
puppy will sit on command take 
it away from the familiar 
surroundings and into a public 

= place, such as a busy street or 
shopping center, and make it 
put into-practice what. has heen 
taught at home. 

If the initial training has been 
correct this should not be too 
difficult. and the puppy should 
quickly obey and sit as told. Do 
not forget there will be many 
distractions in a public place 
including thoughtless humans 
who will come up and pat the 
dog. Il must learn to ignore all 
these things and certainly 


needs plenty of understanding 
and sympathy from the owner- 
trainer during his lesson if 
success is to be achieved.
